MAN EMBASSY. 


The Selenro of tho Caroline Islands 


Germany Going to Make Sorloui 


Trouble—Spaniutd* in 


u Frenzy. 


MADRID, Sept 7,-Tho Spanish populace 


Is arousod at last and is waving tho worm- 
oaton banner of the Cid aui scraaming do- 
fianca at Germany. Bismarck's offer of 
arbitration has been hurled back with all 
tho haughty spirit, if not tbe sonso, ot 
Charles V. Important news waa received 
from tbe Carollno islands, Saturday niRlit, 
and it has created a sansotion and lad to 
terrible results. 
Tho Spanish war ships 


Ban Fuentin and Manila reached Tap, ono 
ol tho islands, Auc- 21, aud prapared to oc- 
cupy it in tho namo of Spain. The Spanish 
ofllcors were dilatory in landing troops, and 
tho 24th of tho same month, a Gorman gun- 
boat arrived.

A resident of thia city wto has a pon- 


chaut for collecting-roro and curious com. 
morcial products has among his collection 
many specimens of oils of peculiar produc- 
tion which aro in use in various countries, 
and which, while entering largely into tho 
domestic economy and businoss importance 
of thoso countries, are but littlo known, if 
at all, in tha Unitoi States. Tha collector 
exhibited nnd described some of theso cur- 
ious oils to tho writer a few days ago. 


"Hero is an oil," said ho, holding up to 


tho light a small vial containing a rich, 
bright yalluw liquid, 
"which

qualities are bettor known. 
It is extracted 


Iroin an insect which abounds in Central 
America, the native name of which is niin. 
Naturalists havo given it the name of 
Coceus Adipofora. It foods on the sap of a 
resinous plant of thospondias family, and its 
numbers in any locality aro only limited to 
the extent to which this plant is tound. 


"Niin oil has a high value as a varnish 


producer. Melted in a porcelain vessel and 
the fluid kept at a high and oven tompora- 
turo for an hour or so, during which time 
certain volatile 
properties disappear, a 


tough flexible varnish-like residue is the 
result. 
It is but slightly 
affected 
by 


a 
high 
degree 
of 
heat 
or 
a 
low 


degree of cold. 
It 
is not soluble in 


turpentine, but ignited with turpentine it 
yields a thick, yellow gum—an oloo-rosin in 
fact—which closely resembles a soiutiou of 
India rubber. It will retain a geml-fluid 
condition tor days, and its adhesive proper- 
ties aro remarkable. Tho turpentine solu- 
tion of niin oil, run out in vossols to tha 
depth of tho sixteenth of on inch, is changed 
into a resinous varnish which is almost 
equal to shellac, and becomes vory hard nnd 
elastic by exposure for a day or two to tho 
air. The most porous filter paper is rendered 
absolutely impervious to wator when dipped 
in the turpentine solution of niin oil and 
then subjactod to heat to volatilize the 
grease. Garments treated iu tho same man- 
ner are most effectively water-proofed, tho 
coating defying most powerful solvents of 
oils. 


"Hero is an oil which Is something of a 


curiosity," said tho collector, showing the 
reporter a 
liquid of remarkable trans- 


parency and almost colorless. "It is gua- 
cbaro oil from Ecuador. And what do you 
think it was mado from! That bottle con- 
tains all that was lo£t of two of tho young 
of tho oil bird, or Trinidad goat sucker— 
or I might bettor say that tho fluid is two 
of the goat sucker's young, for what was 
loft of them after this oil was triod out of 
thorn isn't worth speaking about. 
The goat 


sucker is n nocturnal bird, something like 
our ivhlppoorwill, except that it lives in-tho 
deep, dark caverns that abound in Ecuador, 
Venezuela,New Granada, Trinidad and other 
South American rogions,aud that itsdiot con-, 
sists entirely of tho abundant oleaginous' 
fruits of those countries, A few days after 
tho youns aro hatched thoy become literally 
balls of fat, and are described as being tho ' 
most curious looking creatures imaginable. ' 
When tho fat is removed from tho young 
birds there is scarcely anything loft but 
thoir tiny skeletons. Tha fat is boilad down 
at ooco, fires being mado at the mouth of 
tho caverns as soon as tho raids on tho nests 
are over. The oil ifi run into onrthon jars. 
It requires no further purification or refin- 
ing, as its natural state is purity itaolf. 
It 


is limpid as you soo it tero. It w used both 
for cooking and illuminating purposes, and 
lias boon pronounced superior to olive oil. It 
burns in a wick with a white flaino, wliicb 
emits no smoke. 
Even with tho careless 


methods of tho natives tho oil will keep 
swoot a year. 


"This," a bottle of thick, muddy groaso, 


"is crudo ponguin oil 
Vessels aud crows 


aro sent to Patagonia from England for the 
express purpose of taking a species of 
penguin, or maachot, which swarms on 
that far-away coast. 
Tho capture 
of 


tho unwieldly birds is easy, and 
from 


thoir exclusive fish diet thoy aro described 
as 'rooking with oil.' The oil is extracted 
on tho hunting grounds, and a cargo of 
80,000 gallons is frequently takon back on a 
single vessel. Penguin oil is used as a dress- 
ing for Una leather. 


"Hero is on oil that is so susceptible to 


cold that it solidifies in a temperature that 
quickly molts ice. It is gonuino grease- 
from tho -crocodile o£ tho Indus river, and 
carno from tha Punjab, its preparation bo- 
ing the chief industry of the darif tribe of 
Indians. 
There is no other oil that contains 


60 largo a proportion of solidifiabio fat, 
It 


is a superior leather dressing, ond is in 
groat demand in the Orient. I bo'.iove it 
has been ^inquired for in this country by 
leather dressers, but it'lias uovor been ob- 
tainable. 


"The delicate looking oil in this vial is 


known to tho trade as molon oil, but it is 
raro, and so is worth keeping as a curiosity. 
It Is taken from tho nosa of the pilot whale, 
and has, probably, tho lowest congoalias 
point of all animal or fish oils. It has posi- 
tively no corrosive effect on metallic sur- 
faces, and is therefore used as a lubricant 
for the most delicate mechanism. 


'Hero aro two specimens o[ dugons oil- 


one from tho animal by that namo found in 
tho Indian ocean, and tho other from the 
dugong of Australian waters. Tho dugong 
is knowu to sailors as tho sea hog, and is 
found in great droves in shallow places, 
where it foods exclusively on bottom sea 
grosses and woods. Tho Australian dugong 
is ot an average length of fifteen foot and 
will weigh 1,200 pounds. About eighteen 
gallons of oil, found ir a cellular substance 
between the skin and tho flesh, are yielded 
by each animal. Tho oil has no odor, is 
of pleasant flavor to the taste, and is, 
as you soo, almost as limpid as water, 
ter. It has 'a low congealing point. Al- 
though it contains no iodine, it is valued 
more highly as a medicine in Australia than 
cod liver oil is. 
It is used in placo of, and 


frequently in preference to, butter. As a 
cooking oil it Is said to bo unrivaled. 


"In this bottlo is tho only oil or fat that I 


know of that does not become rancid or pu- 
trid from exposure to tho sun, but which, on 
tho contrary, acquires not only a fine flavor 
but a most agrooable odor tlirough such ex- 
posure. It ia oil takon from tho nianatoo of 
South African rivers. This animal has a 
layer of solid fat an inch thick next to its 
skin, anil from that tho oil is extracted by 
boiling. 
An avorage-siiod manatoa will 


yield Dftoon gallons of oil 
There aro two 


qualities taken from tho animal, tho fat of 
tho tail yielding a moro delicate oil than the 
body fat. The oil is used as a table oil, 
ns a lubricator, and an an illurnitiaut, aud 
in cooking.

Around Edgerton and vicinity the '85 


crop of tobacco ie nearly all harvested 
and that hanging in eheds is rapidly cur- 
ing out. Farther north on Liberty prai- 
rie and around Deerfield, but very little 
tobacco is cut, but will be harvested dur- 
ing tho coming week.

When the tobacco industry was first 


cultivated in Pennsylvania, tho ware- 
houses -wore built in small towns in the 
country adjacent to Lancaster. In these 
towns tho^tobacco industry, for some years 
thrived and grew prosperous. Other ware. 
houses were built up around them, and 
'he small country towns had almost the 
exclusive tobacco trade. 
The tobacco 


buyers did not care to go into the larger 
citiss, as they could accommodate farmers 
by not requiring them to haul their 
crops so far, in order to market them, 
it being immaterial to the buyers wheth- 
er they were at these small towns, or in. 
Lancaster or other cities, as there was no 
extraordinary inducement for them to go 
to the larger towns. After a while fires 
began to occur, the insurance company 
lost money, rates went up, business could 
not be made to pay 5 per cent insurance 
rates. Then occurred an inducement for 
the buyers to go into these larger towns. 
They said "we can afford to pay the 
farmers their extra trouble in hauling 
their produce a little farther, sa we can 
get insurance iu Lancaster for % or y. 
what wo pay here." One by one the buy- 
ers left the smaller towns and wont to' 
the Cities; tbe towns that had hitherto 
been so prosperous by reason ot tbeir 
tobacco industry, began to decline and 
sink into almost insignificance. Lan- 
caster profited richly by their loss and a 
hitheito unknown industry, added its 
wealth and accompanying advantages to 
that city. To-day there ara over one 
hundred warehouses in Lancaster and 
such ware houses in the smaller towns 
03 have not fallen victims to defotive 
flues or spontaneous combustion, are 
idle, or occupied as receiving and ship- 
ping warehouses. The tale is told, tbe 
tho moral, loft to bo deduced.
